celebration of the extinction
of Spanish rule In tho New World.

It is a plonslng iden.
It is tho desiro of our correspondent that

delegates from all tho republics on this sldo
of tho Atlantic shnll take pnrt In tho cele-

bration at Havana, and thnt the United
States shall bo fully represented there.

Tho suggestion Is inspiriting. It is like-
wise practicable.

Truly great will be tho rejoicing in all
American lands when old Spain shall tako
her departuro from the favored Island of
America, ns she has taken It from tho
American continent. Tho event will lo
forover glorious In tho world's annals. Out
with Spain !

We shall think of tho suggestion made to
The Sun. If tho revolutionists shall, in
tho coming winter, hnul down the royal
flag which floats over Morro Castle, we
guess wo shall favor the celebration nt Ha-

vana. If it bo held, thousands upon thou-
sands of festive Americans will take part in
It. "Tear down the flaunting lie!" Lib-
erty forever!

Tho Battle of Snn Krnnclsco.
"Wo can now form a judgment upon the

recent battle between Spain and Cuba,
which began with n skirmish nenr the
town of San Francisco, and was continued
nt other places not far off. The
first wo heard of the nffair was
through an authorized despatch from Ila-
vnun, which contained the official bulletin of
the Spanish commander, Gen. MKI.anzo. Ho
made report of a victory moro glorious than
nny ever before won over the rebel lender.
Gen. MACKO. At nn early hour of the day he
marched to nn outpost of tho enemy, fell
upon him, drove him off nt tho point
of the bayonet, reached his defensive
works about midday, foucht him there all
nfternoon, was master of tho field nt sunset,
camped there that night, saw a great num-
ber of tho rebel dead next morning, ascer-
tained that only eleven Spaniards had fallen,
and fc:it the bulletin of victory to WnYI.Elt
nt Havnnn. The weather proved unfavorable
to further pursuit, nnd so the Spanish com-

mander gavo orders that the two columns of
his troops should retire to another place for
fresh rations.

days afterward the Spanish re-

ports were even more boastful thnn nni
tho first one of them. Tho beaten rebels
had been four times moro numerous
than tho successful troops. These rclels
had used in the battle artillery which
must have come into their possession some-
how. They had also behaved badly by dis-

regarding those rules of strategy which
Sp.iin Is always careful to observe.
At one time, during a rainstorm,
Maceo nttacked tho Spanish catiip
with such fury.thnt its' commander had to
cut his wuy out and depart from thnt part
of thexonntry, ns he desired to prevent the
fuiCher sncrificd of loyal troops. About
this time we got a brief unofficial report of
tho affair, not in agreement with the Span-
ish bulletin previously sent from Havana.

On Oct. 1 wo printed another Spanish off-
icial despatch consisting of an article from
tho Havana military organ, El Dhirln tlcl
Kjrrcltn. It brought us some more
pnrtlculnrs about the battle. It had
been tho rebels, tho "cowardly and
treacherous enemy," who opened fire
first, firing an alarming ennnou four times.
They were entrenched nmong the hills of
1'inar del Hio, nnd " It was glorious to see
the brnvo soldiers of Spain climbing the
steeps" to get at them. Wis must now
quoto from our Havana contemporary, the
organ of the army :

"Nothlnit happened while we wcro In possession of
the hills uf San lellpe, but as soon aa we descended to
the plain we saw that all the heights were In posei
slo-- j of tho eneni). whose hatred caused us many
loss-- s. Tho branches of the trees were carried
away Ly tho shots of the Insurgents. Hire
tho brave Lieut. Moutvi of Cantabrlu waa wound
ed. ThntKamli of the enemy were on the
heights, aixl so It was necessary toorder a retreat,
which was iilorlous y nceoiiiplhheil. The moit bril-
liant pases of our history do not nffnrd n parallel
case. After tho lattle.hurrahsforSpnln, for the King,
and the army llllrd the air. All thoughts and all eyes
were turned to Spain."

It will bo observed thnt this Spanish re-
port is not confirmatory of the bulletin that
tho Spanish commander hud previously sent
to Havana. 'It seems tousthntourmllltnry
contemporary might tell us lu what respects
the ttvo nrcouuts nre in agreement, nnd
why they are so different.

It Is not ensy to get news from tho rcvolu-tlonnr- y

side, but, after n short delay, wo
heard something of Interest from that side.
It was to the effect that Maclo had fought
three engagements in tho hills with Mll-ouiz-o;

thut ns many ns 1,000 Spaniards
had fallen in them, that Melouizo
had been routed nnd compelled to retreat to
tho coast, and that Maci:o hnd captured
many pieces of Spanish artillery, which he
promptly turned upon the Hying columns.
Tims it was that he hnd got those cannon
which astonished Mklciuizo.

Since this news came here a weok ago, wo
have received other despatches, both from
the Spanish nnd the revolutionary sides,
which mako it certain thnt Spain's1 boast
of victory In tho combats which began
nenr San Francisco was n false, deceitful,
and despicable boast. Tho insurgents
numbered between S.OOO nnd H.OOO
men, and were less numerous than
the troops lu tho two Spanish col-
umns. Instead of Mclouizo driving Maci:o
from the field, Maceo had driven Mel-ouiz- o

from it. We do not doubt thnt tho
Spaniards fought as usual, but they were
not a match for tho Cubans. It is
possible thnt! Macko's "dynamite gun"
had something to do with the Spanish rout.
We havo learned from 111 Dlurlu ilcl
Jljcrclto that it nlnrmcd tho royal troops.
For all wo know It may havo been that same
gun that suggested to Mklouizo tho Idea
of leaving tho hills of San Felipe to obtain
fresh rations. In any event, the news from
tho battlefield frightened Havana beyond
measure.

It seems to us exceedingly foolish for the
composers of tho Hnvatia official Spanish
despatches to keep up the practice

of sending out reporU of Spanish vic-

tories, which, na wo afterword learn, wore
Spanish defeats. A hundred despatches of
tho kind must havo been transmitted to this
country nnd to Spain since tho beginning of
the Cuban war. They aro meant to deceive.
They nre dishonoring to Spain and to her
Incompetent Generals.

Tlio Affair nt San Ellznrlo.
If the recent occurrence on tho Itlo Grande

has been reported correctly, wo may expect
that tho Government of Mexico will not only
assent to tho propriety of thn steps taken by
our authorities there, but will punish its
officers who violated tho frontier.

As the account goes, armed Mexican offi-

cers crossed tho lllo Grande nt Snn Ellznrlo,
eighteen miles below El I'ao, and thero

deserters from their army; whore-upo- n

our authorities forced them to glvo up
their prisoners nnd their nrms nnd recross
the river. It is plain that this attempt to
exercise military jurisdiction on our soil
w as a gross offenco against internntlonnl law
ns well ns a dangerous uicunco to the peaco
of the border. There exists. It is true, n
treaty undor which regular troops of either
country may cross to tho other sldo; but
this Is whon pursuing hostile Indians, and
on ahot trail. Tho cnne Is so different from
tho recent affair that It in difficult to sup-
pose- that tho Mexican officers Interpreted
thn agreement ns relating to dosertcrs.

Besides, tho Government of President
Diaz has itself condemned in the most lc

wny this very offence, Sovoral years
ago, Lieut. CAIirtr.nA of the Twelfth Cav-

alry and three soldiers of the Mexican gar-
rison nt I'iedrns Xegras, crossed the lllo
Grande In n ferryboat to Eagle Pass, on the
Texas shore, and, entering n brick yard near
by, seized n Mexican who was working thero,
tied him with a rape, and dragged him to-

ward the river. An outcry was made, and the
kidnappers, dropping their prisoner, hurried
to the ford. There was n lit Isk exchange of
shots between them nnd the Sheriff and his
deputy, aided by two citizens, nnd, accord-
ing to tho accounts at tho time, ono Mexi-

can was killed nnd an Americnn wounded.
The Mexican officer was promptly arrested
on returning to his sldo of the
river, nnd n trial by court martial,
which was carried up to the highest
military tribunal, resulted in n sentence of
ten years' Imprisonment for Lieut. CAnitr.riA
nnd a like penalty for Capt. MuSoz, whose
complicity was indicated by his having
shortly beforo asked permission for the
crossing of his men in order to look nfter
some horses.

The offence committed nt San Ellznrlo, In
its essentinl points, seems to bo closely par-
allel to tho one just recounted, and It is
therefore difficult to understand how,
with thnt precedent, nn offence like tho
one described in the tclegrnm to Dis-

trict Attorney West could have been
committed. But, whatever the facts, the
main point is that the nttltudo of Mexico In
this matter nt arresting deserters wits long
ago taken in tho case of MuSoz and

so thnt no controversy on tho sub-
ject between thnt country nnd ours need be
looked for now.

The neighboring republic understands
fully the importance of respecting the boun-
dary, and it is obvious that, as tho weaker
country, she would suffer from any laxity
in that matter more than we. Besides,
apart from she recognizes the
obligations of international law, nnd would
never authorize her officers to assume either
military or civil jurisdiction on our soil.

Tlio Knilrontl on the Knltuma.
The hot haste with which tho British

Guiana Legislature, beforo its adjournment,
rushed through a grant of the right of way
for a railroad along the Knituma Bivcr is
most suggestive.

The route is to tho Barima gold fields,
whose value was ascertained by tho Gov-
ernor of the Crown Colony, nfter personal
inspection, several months ago The sur-
vey for a wagon road, which caused
tho nrrest of Habihson, ot tho Acara-bisc- l,

Inst summer, was an encroachment
upon the tract in dispute, between
Venezuela nnd Great Britain : nnd this pres-

ent bchcmo involves another violation of
that area, to say nothing of tho discourtesy
to pcndingdiplomntic negotiations.

On the 18th of November, ISoO, Mr. IlKL-FOIt- li

Hinton Wilson, then the British
Chnrgo d'Affaires at Caracas, addressed a
memorable note to Secretary Vicente Li;.
ci'NA of Venezuela, concerning tho neutral-
ization of this disputed area. Nine
years earlier, in 1841, Engineer ScilOM-lU'Uli- i;

made a survey which caused a pro
test from Venezuela, followed bynnnssur-nnc- e

fiom the British Government thnt
it was only tentative, nnd by the removal
of tho posts set up ns a sign of dominion.
Negotiations followed for settling upon
a boundary line, Lord ABERDEEN, in 18 M,
proposing the Moroco, which is very far in
the rear of present Britisli encroachments.
Venezuela did not ncccpt that proposal, nnd
accordingly the matter was left In abeyance.

But iu 1850 rumors thnt Great Britain
intended encroachments nt Point Barimn,
on tho Orinoco, caused a bill to lw intro-
duced into tho Venezuelan Congress, look-
ing to tho n"cupnt!m of that place nnd
tho erection of n fort. Mr. Wilson, in
tho despatch just spoken of, denounced
that measure as one contemplating "an
aggression nnd usurpation on the trr-ritor- y

iu dispute between the two
countries, by the construction of a
fort tin any point which Venezuela
may claim, although Grout Britain may
also claim tho lawful possession of that
point." In view of the fact that Venezuela
refrained from erecting tho fort, and that a
dozen years ago Great Britain Eclzod nnd
held that very spot, Mr. Wilson's protests
ngnlnst encroaching on disputed territory
sound strnngo

But ho proceeded to announce by author-
ity that " her Majesty's Government havo
no Intention to occupy or encroach upon the
territory in dispute," nnd nsked for a sim-

ilar declaration on tho pnrt ot Venez-
uela, Ilo dwelt on the dangers of
n collision between tlio two counliies aris-
ing out of "occupying nnd encroaching
upon the territory lu dispute," even If
thero were no actual construction of a
fort, as proposed nt Point Barimn.
Ho reiterated that ' her .Majesty's
Government, as nbovo stated, will not
order or sanction such occupations
or encroachments on tho part ot tho Britisit
authorities;" nnd even for n third time
gavo tho same promise, nddlug that
"the Venezuelan Government, in jus-tic- u

to Groat Britain, cannot mistrust for
n moment the sincerity of the formal
declaration which is now made in tho minio
nnd by the express order ot her Mujesty's
Government." Moved by these pledges, and
iu response to Mr. Wilson's request, on
Dec. L'O following, Mr. LECUNA responded
with a similar assurance, that Venezuela
had no intention of encroaching on tho laud
in question.

Thus tho matter remained until about a

dozon years ago, when the discovery of gold
fields caused n rush Into tho disputed
area. British Guiana sent armed con-
stabulary to occupy nnd hold points
thero. Point Barimn was occupied, and
cncronchmciits covering thousands of
squnro miles wore made. These encroach-
ments hnvo been continued, nnd now comes
a formal grant for ft railroad through
tho troct In controversy. Wo havo been
hearing rumors of Into ns to British
concessions to Venezuela; but tho only
concessions which yot npponr nro those
to miners, laud companies, nnd railroads
proposing to Rettlo and hold tho disputed
tract against tho rights of Venezuela.

It lms been nllegcd. In justification of Great
Britain's violation of tho mutual pledges
of 18fi0, that Venezuela, by hor grant to
the Manon Company, had also violated thoso
agreements. This tlio Caracas authorities
deny, alleging that thn grant lu question
was to run to tho boundary lino between
British Guiana and Venezueln, without
undertaking to specify wiicro thut Hue
might bo.

Practically, however, wo do not regard tho
railroad grant along tho Knltuma, rushed
through by tho Domcrara Leglslnturo undor
ft suspension of tho rules, ns affecting In tho
least tho issuo of tho pending controversy.
Building such a road in that region is an
affair ot n long time, whereas an arrange-
ment of the ponding boundary dlsputo
cannot long bo delayed. It Is chiefly
noteworthy as nn illustration of tho
persistent encroachments made under
Lord Salisbury's policy of trying to mako
the " settlement" tho basis of legal
title to lands. Our High Commission is
now preparing to enter on tho finnl
nnd dcclslvo stage of Its work, that
of drawing on tho mnp " the true divisional
lino " between British Gtlinnn and Venez-
uela; nnd neither railroad grants nor mod-
ern mining grants will, we think, hnvo a
feather's weight In determining where that
line runs.

Tlio Strength of Kussln.
Now thnt tho Czar's visit to Paris may be

said to have driven the laBt rivet iu tho bond
uniting Hussia nnd France, it becomes n
matter ot interest to learn how much force
tho great northern empire contributes to
the combination. It is therefore n timely
article which Mr. SPENSEK WILKINSON has
written for tho October number of the
Loudon Vftf(nmit Review, and in which
Russia's military resources are carefully
computed.

This is one of the cases where history, ns
it is set down in books, would lend to er-

roneous conclusion, unless supplemented
nnd ic ised in tho light of the facts and fig-

ures to be gleaned from the files of compar-
atively recent newspapers. It would ben
inlstako to draw inferences regarding the
present military efficiency of Itussin from
her collapse during the Crimean war, or
from her inability to sustain the siege of
I'levua without aid from tho Houmnninns.
At the outbreak of both ot the last wars iu
which Kussia has been engaged, her army
was dispersed oer the greater part of her
vast European territory, and a.s she had but
few railways or good wagon roads, ronccn-ttatlo- n

not only was a slow and costly proc-
ess, but was to n largo extent impractica-
ble. Her capacity, therefore, for attack or for
defence, was fur from being proportionate
to the registered number of men serving, or
liable to serve under the colors. From this
point of view a great chnuge hns taken place
since 1.SS7, and it is the preciso dimensions
of this change which Mr. Sl'KNSKH Wilkin-
son has undertaken to set forth. We mny
say nt onco that there Is no longer nny
foundation for the assertion mode by
Moi.tke in lSl',0 thnt the BtiHRian army
could reach the German frontier only nft;r
the Germans hnd been victorious or hnd al-
ready suffered tlefeat. Tho transformation
undergone by Itussin iu respect of mllitnry
puissance is duo to redistribution, tho whole
of the European army having !een, since
1SST, placed on tho western frontier, or in
quick communication with it.

The exact sie of the force maintained
south of the Caucasus cannot he ascertained
by foreigners, but it is known to be large,
for this is the forca w Inch at any hour may
havo to operate in Asiatic Turkey, Iu Per-
sia, or in Afghanistan. Outside of this
force there is reason to believe that not
more than 75,000 soldiers nre nt present
emplojed in Asiatic Hussia, nnd these are
.stationed partly in Turkestan and partly in
Manchuria. As regards thu far East, the
Ht. Petersburg Government has preferred
to gain its ends less by a direct exercise of
military power iu that quarter than through
the diplomatic influence acquired through
the exhibition of imposing military power
in Europe. This exhibition hns been made
by massing the whole European army of
Hussia iu six districts, thoso namely of
Wilna, Warsaw, Kief, ond Odessa, which
together form the western frontier belt, and
those of St. Petersburg and Moscow, from

'which railways run to tho frontier. The
piiucipnl military centre is Russian Poland,
that great tongue of laud which protrudes
toward Germany between Prussia and Aus-
trian Silesia. Promising that in Itussin a
division of infantry comprises on n wnr
footing about 1(1,000 bayonets, whllo n
cavalry illusion numbers nbout .'1,000
sabres, wo observe that In the district of
Wnrsaw thero aru now cantoned no fewer
.than eleven infantry divisions and eight
nnd a half cavalry divisions, which on n wnr
footing, nnd Including tho artillery one
brigade of six bntteries to every infantry
division would make up nn urmy of ai7,-00- 0

men. The Infantry is arranged In a
horseshoe line, tho convex side of tho horse-
shoe facing the German and Austrian bor-
ders. On the outside of the horseshoe aro
stationed seven of the eavnlry divisions, flvo
on tho north sldu facing Prussia, and two
on tho south toward Gnlicia. In the dis-
trict of Wilnn, which adjoins thnt of War-
saw on tho northeast, thero aro oight in-

fantry nnd two ciivnlry divisions, composing
nt war strength an army of 14t!,000 men.
South of tlio Warsaw district n third army
of eight infantry and 11 vo rnvnlry divisions,
comprising in time of war men, is
dotted by divisions along thn railway from
Pultawn tliiough Kief to Luzk near tlio
Gnllcinu border. A fourth tinny has its
headquarters nt Odessa, Its four infantry
divisions, except that at Sebastopol, being
stationed near tlio Koumunlau frontier or
tho railways lending to Bessarabia; its
war strength, including tho attached nrtil-lery- ,

would bo nbout 70,000 men. Behind
these four armies Ho tho great reserves nt
St. Petersburg and Moscow. At St. Peters-
burg, lu direct railway communication
with Wilna and Wnrsaw, aro six infantry
and two cavalry divisions, amounting on a
war footing to 1 1 1 ,000 men, and nt Moscow,
with a direct railway to Warsaw, and less
direct railways to Kief nnd Odessa, are one
cavalry and seven infantry divisions, mak-
ing 1!.'1,000. These various bodies consti-
tute the whole fluid nrmy of Itussin In
Europe, 017,000 men; but the outbreak of
war would see them strengthened by rifle
and reserve brigades, of which only the
cadres or skeletons exist lu peace, but which

might eventually add two or oven threo
hundred thousand to the total force.

A glnnco at tho mnp will show thnt this
arrangement of tho Russian troops is de-

signed with nn eye to tho contingency of ft
war with Germany and Austria combined.
It Is scarcely conceivable, however, that
Hussia would ovor In our tlmo havo to faco
single-hande- d those two powers, for tho
words of Bismakck nro still true, that nt
tho first Rhot fired on Germany's enstern
frontier "tho chnssepots would go off of
themselves." It is, indeed, ns Mr. WILKIN-
SON p":nts out, less to her own forces which,
even concentrnted ns they nro, nro by no
means disproportionate to the Incumbent,
tasks ot defence, but to her closo

with France, thnt tho prepon-dcru-

iufluenco now exerted by Itussin
throughout tho world is due. The Russian
arid French nrmles togethor nro moro
numerous nnd probably no less efficient
than tho Gcrmnn nnd Aiistro-Hungnrla- n

nrmles combined. It is truo that, tho addi-
tion of tholtnlian army would glvo a slight
preponderance of force on hind to tho Trlplo
AUlnnco; but tho financial exhaustion of.
Italy has rendered this ndvantago doubtful,
whllo.it is certain that tho conjoined navies
of France nnd Russia nro more than a match
for those of tho central powors. It remains
to note that French feeling places French
policy nt tho disposal of Russia, although
the Russian Government will scarcely begin
hostilities against any European power for
any object exclusively French. It is this
situation which makes tho Russian Empe-
ror tho arbiter of peaco or wnr.

There aru, as I hae said, 47.000 qualified
electors.

Mr. Cleveland's plurality was only 408,
nn 1 tho Prohibition cnndldnto polled SOS votes,
putting the Deruocrnts for tho first tlmo in a
minoritv. thnuah. lieidnnlnc; with Fremont in
1850. every Republican . with the exception of
Grunt in 1872, has been bnatcu in Delaware. In
the State election of 1804, the Republican roto
still further increased. A Republican was
elected by 1,200 plurality, and the Legislature
was carried by the Republicans.

Herd camo tho first serious break in the
growth of Republican prospects. Anthony
lllgglns, a Delaware Republican, had been
elected to the Senate in 1888 to succeed Ell
Snulsbury, the Saulshurys and the Bayards
having represented Dolawnre in tho United
State Scnato for n period almost as long as
Is described by the Blackstono formula of "the
mind of mautrunneth tint back to tho contrary."

culminating In a feeno of confusion nnd dis-
order, nnd .17 ballots on tho last day. in? hav-
ing been taken previously. Tho Addlcks men
headed nno faction, the Hlgglns men bended an-
other. Thero was a third headed by what
arcro known astl.o Masscy men. nnd as a result
of It all the Hlgclns men declared Henry
A. Dupont to bo lawfully chosen Senator. Tho
Addlcks men disputed it, nnd the light was car-
ried first Into the I'nlted States Senate, where
it is still pending, nnd next into tho Republican
St. Louis Convention, whore the clnluv ot thu
iilgglns men to regularity was admitted.
